PATTERSON—As the Pine Tree 
cemetery has, in the last decade be­ 
come one of the best known small 
cemeteries in Greene county, and as 
it’s past is so closely linked to the 
pivsent, and as in it’s soil rests the 
remains of many of those who pi­ 
oneered 
the wilderness

laid 
the foundation for the progressive 
comm unity which surrounds it, it 
seem s only fitting there should bei 
a record of It’s origin and the facts! 
pertaining to the la ter cha ng ing of 
the name from “ The Martin Grave­ 
yard” to “ The Pine Tree Ceme­ 
tery.” 
“ The 
Martin 
Graveyard’* 
was 
named for 
Reuben 
Martin, it’s I 
fOiinder, who came to Greene county 
in 1830. 
In 1832 he selected the plot ol 
land, later to be known as “ The 
M artin Graveyard.” as a 
burial j 
place for their twin babies w ho! 
died in infancy. The spot where, 
the babies were buried was later 
covered by the large elm tree, which j 
was recently removed, the head and 
foot stones, ‘just plain lime rock’, is 
still in place a t both of the graves. | 
At the time of the burial Mr. Martin 
believed he was burying them on his j 
own ground, and a s the community I 
ha d no public burial place he built a 
fence around the plot and gave it 
to the community as n free public 
graveyard.

Every home gardener should 
know his onions. Little can b e 
said in favor of this vegetab le 
and its cousins, so far as vita­ 
mins and calories are concerned. 
But when it comes to flavor, it is 
supreme. 
Salads would b e insipid and 
cooked dishes flat, for most of 
us, without this flavor. If the 
odor is ob jectionab le, there are 
numerous 
plants 
b esides 
the 
onion which will contrib ute fla­ 
vor, without odor. 
Chives for example, are mild­ 
er, much less odorous, and espe­ 
cially good in salads and cottage 
cheese. Leeks are preferred b y 
the British for flavoring cooked 
dishes. And y ou must know ab out 
garlic, of which y ou can grow a 
y ear’s supply in ab out one foot 
of garden row planted to garlic 
sets. 
Top onion sets, produced b y 
perennial 
varieties 
instead 
of 
seeds, m ay b e planted in the fail, 
and will produce green onions 
b efore the ground can b e worked 
in the spring. 
Bottom sets, which are really 
dwarf onions, checked in growth 
b y crowding in a row, may b e 
planted in the spring as soon 
as the ground is prepared. 
The sm aller sets, sown an inch 
deep, will produce m ature onions 
in two months, much q uicker 
than y ou can grow them from 
seed. Use the larger sets for 
green onions, and plant them 
deeper, as much as three inches. 
They grow q uickly , b ut usually 


run to seed and will not produce 
large b ulb s. From onion seed y ou 
can grow either green or m ature 
onions, b ut it will take six weeks 
for the first, and four months for 
the others. 
Onion plants of Spanish and 
Bermuda varieties are shipped 
from Texas each spring, to b e 
planted 
in 
gardens. 
You 
can 
grow y our own Spanish onion 
plants in a flat started early in 
the 
house, 
or hotb ed, 
setting 
them out when they are pencil 
size. It will take all season to 
m ature really good size b ulb s, 
b ut y ou can feel proud of them, 
and win prizes in the harvest 
show. New hy b rid onions give an 
earlier harvest. 
Chives are perennial, and b e­ 
sides producing tub ular leaves 
they b ear lovely mauve b los­ 
soms. You can start them from 
seeds, or b y dividing the roots 
of estab lished plants, and they 
will m ake a m ost attractive b or­ 
der for a garden path, living 
m any y ears. 
Leeks are grown from seed, 
and should b e ti'ansplanted for 
b est results. The English garden­ 
ers pride them selves on exhib i­ 
tion leeks which m ay b e groATi 
in this m anner; When the plants 
are ab out as thick as a lead pen­ 
cil l i f t them, and set each one in 
a hole m ade w’ith a dib b er. Do 
not fill the hole, b ut m erely 
cover the roots at the b ottom 
W’i t h earth and let the hole fill 
naturally . In rich soil the leeks 
will grow to a diam eter of an 
inch or more.
